Title  II,  Pu-lilic  Law  753,  77th  Congress,  approved  Octoher  26,  1942,  provides 
under  Federal  '*Vorks  Agency,  Public  Buildings  Adjninistration: 

"That,  effective  on  the  date  of  this  enactment  all  electric  fans, 
water-cooling  units  and  air-conditioning  equipment  procured  "67  a 
Federal  activity,  except  G-ovemment-ovmed  corporations,  and  which 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  installed  in  G-overnment-ovrned  or 
leased  "buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  area  adjacent 
thereto,  operated  "by  the  Public  Buildings  Administration,  shall  be 
and  remain  in  the  custody  and  under  the  control  of  said  Administra- 
tion without  exchange  of  funds  and  irrespective  of  the  appropriations 
from  which  such  items  were  procured  or  the  source  from  which  they 
were  obtained,  and  existing  appropria-tions  or,  unless  specifically  so 
provided,  future  appropriations,  other  than  appropriations  to  the 
Public  Buildings  Administration,  shall  not  be  available  for  the 
purchase  or  installation  of  the  oquiiDment  enumerated  herein  in  such 
buildingsi^** 

It  should  be  noted  that  appropriations  to  this  Department  are  not  to  be 
3x:)cndod  for  the  purposes  enumerated,    Needs  which  may  arise  for  such 
equipment,  or  the  repair  of  such  equipment,  must  be  placed  with  the  Public 
Buildings  Administration  through  the  Office  of  Plant  and  Operations, 

Further  advice  regarding  the  details  of  t ransf erring  such  equipment  to  the 
Public  Buildings  -idministration  will  be  furnished  by  the  Office  of  Plcnt  and 
Operations  as  soon  as  details  have  been  worked  out  with  the  Public  Buildings 
Administration.
